Instead of being the respon- 
sible experte of the assembly, the executive 
was merely the dependents of the federal 
government. 


Mr. Insinger replied on the personal 
question that he had no intention of misrep- 
resenting Oliver, nor of putting him in an 
unfair position, and he denied that he had 
done 80. 

The discussion then branched off on simi- 
lar lines to the debates on Friday and Satur- 
day, very little new material being introduc- 
ed, It was taken part in by Messrs. Brett, 
Ross, Clinkskill and Haultain.
